George Banks Waylays and kills 
Newt Tanlbee. 

Early Tuesday morning the 
news cam* to town staling that 
Newt Taulbee had beou abut aud 
killad on Lacy Creek. The partic¬ 
ulars learned are as bo! lows: 

Newt Taulbee aud George Bauks 
who are half-brothers, have been 
at outs for a year or so and it is 
said that threats to kill have b<*eu 
made by each of the parties at di¬ 
vers times. Tuesday morn i u g 
Tuuitiee started to Sijuire John I>. 
Rose’s to flx a mew ing machine, 
preparatory to cutting his grass. 
George Banka was at Judge Car- 
sou’s home ami suddenly left, just 
after which three shot" wore fired, 
-o that nuspiciou at once pointed 
to him, when Taulbee was report¬ 
ed as killed. 

Au examination of the ground 
showed that some oris hud stood 
Imhiud a sycamore tree about 16 
feet from the dead body, and an 
examination of the body abowed 
that on** shot had entered the 
right side and passed through ; an¬ 
other shm entered his breast just 
above the heart. The In sly w as 
lying face down ami an iuch or 
two to the right of his head a hole 
iu the ground showed that anoth¬ 
er bullet had l*eeu fired at the 
head of the prostrate man. All 
three bullets were 3b calibre. No 
one saw the killing, but Banka 
gave himself up and claimed self 
defense. But the facts ns above 
given prove the fallacy of this 
fabrication. Taulbs* leaves a 
wife aud eight children, aud Banks 
has a wife and two children.
